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Corporation Tax Declared to Be 


Constitutional by Supreme 


Tribunal 


Judges Unanimous in Decision; 


Long f ignt Over Provisisns 


at an End 


WASHINGTON, March 13.— 


The corporation tax provision 
of the Payne-Aldrich Tariff 
act were sustained today as 
constitutional by the Supreme 
court of the U. S, The court 
was unanimous in the decision. 


Thereby a soxirce of income of ap- 


proximately 525,000,000 annually "was as- 
sured to the government. 


jA Of all the objections to the tax raised 


By suits in all parts of the country none 
of them was found sufficient to nullify 
the law. 


The court did not hold that the tax 


was not applicable to tlie real estate 
"trust" or Boston, which Is organized 
not under any statute, but under the 
common law. 


ANOTHER EXCUSED-. 


The law was held not applicable to th£ 


Minneapolis syndicate, a real estate con- 
cern, on The grout: d that it was not 
"doing" business" within the meaning of 
the law. 


Justice Day first announced that it 


was within the power of the senate to 


- Insert the corporation, tax provisions In 
Ailifi tariff law, which originated in the 
' house and of which the tax provision is 


a part. 


Justice Bay said that the court held 
that the tax was an excise tax on the 
doing of business, which is exactly the 
basis on which the government has de- 
fended the law. 


Justice Day seemed to hold that the 
tax provisions were not the arbitrary 
exercise of a power. 
This has been

as 
one reason why the 
law 


should be held unconstitutional.

plicity adopted by the statue. 


"The income is not limited to such 


as is received from property used in the 
business, strictly speaking, but is' ex- 
pressly declared to be on the entire net 
income above S5000 from all sources in- 
cluding the amounts received as divi- 
dends on stock in other corporations, 
Joint stock companies, or associations 
or insurance companies subject to the 
tax. 
In other words, the tax Is im- 


posed on the doing of business of the 
character described and the measure of 
the tax is to be ;the income, with the 
deduction stated, received not only from 
property 
used 
in 
business, 
but from 


every source." 


The court then proceeded to answer 


the argument against the constitution- 
ality of the tax. 


CHARGED DIRECT 
TAX. 


He first took up the contention that 


it was a direct tax and unconstitutional 
for the same reason that tha famous in- 
come tax law was declared unconstitu- 
tional in 1896. He pointed out that the 
iricorne tax was hetd to be direct be- 
cause imposed upon property simply be- 
cause of its ownership. 
"In the present case," 
said 
Justice 


Day, 
"the tax is not payable unless there 


is a carrying on or doing of business in 
the designated capacity, and this is made 
the occasion for the tax, measured by tho 
standard prescribed. 


"The difference between the acts is not 


merely nominal but rests on the substan- 
tial differences between tlte mere owner- 
ship o£ property and the actual doing of 
business in a certain way." 


NOT FRANCHISE IMPOST. 


Justice Day next took up the argument 


that the provisions in Question levied a 
tax on the exclusive right of a state to 
grant corporate franchises, 
in that it 


taxed franchises which are the creation 
of a state in its sovereign right and au- 
thority. 
"We think," says the opinion, "It is tho 


result of the cases heretofore decided in 
this court, that such business activities, 
though exercised because of state-created 
franchises, are not beyond 
the 
taxing 


power of the United States." 


After reviewing the cases hitherto de- 


cided by the court, Justice Day went on 
to say: '

"If It be true that the forming of a 


state corporation would defeat this pur- 
pose, by taking the necessary steps re- 
quired by the state law to create a cor- 
poration and carrying 
on business on 


rights ^granted by a state statute, the 
federal^ tax would become invalid and 
that source of national revenue be de- 
stroyed, except as to the business in the 
hands of the. individual or partnership. 
It cannot be supposed that it was in- 
tended that it should be within the power 
of individuals acting under state author- 
ity to thus impair and limit the exclu-

the actual transactions may be the same, 
whether conducted by individuals or cor- 
porations, but the tax is laid on the priv- 
ilege which exists in conducting business 
with the advantages which Inhere in the 
corporate capacity of those taxed and 
which are not enjoyed by private firms 
or individuals. 


OBVIOUS ADVANTAGES. 


"These 
advantages are obvious and 


have led to the formation of such com- 
panies in nearly all branches of trade. 
It is the distinctive privilege which is tha 
subject of taxation." 


Measurement of the tax by the income 


of the corporation, or th<j company re- 
Reived by it from all sources was next 
defended by Justice Day as not being so 
unequal and so arbitrary and oaseless as 
to fall outside of the authority • of the 
"taxing power. 


'Wo think it clear/' said he, "that cor- 


porations organized for the purpose of 
doing business and actually engaged in 
such, activities as leasing, property, col- 
lecting rents, maaaglng offlce buildings, 
making" investments for profits, or leasing 
ore lands and collecting royalties, main- 
taining wharves, deriving profits and in 
some cases investing the surplus,; are en- 
gaged In doing business within th'e mean- 
ing1 of the statute and in the capacity 
necessary to make' such 
organizations 


subje'cts to the law." 


HOLD THEM SUBJECT, 


The court held that It was'no part of 


the essential governmental functions of a 
state to provide means of transportation, 
supply artificial light, water and the like. 
Therefore it was determined that the 
Coney Island and Brooklyn Rairway Com- 
pany and the Inter-borough Rapid Transit 
Company of New York were subject to 
the tax. • 


After dealing at length with numerous 


other objections to the law, Justice Day 
came to tha attack upon it based upon 
the so-called publicity features with the 
provisions which reQulre certain returns 
to be made to the government as an aid 
in the assessment of a tax. 


"Therefore, as we have held," said the 


justice, "within the legitimate powers of 
Congress, it is for that body to determine 
•whether meajis ara appropriated 
«-•"* 


tlonal, and 
better legislation than 
an inheritance 
tax. 


When the tariff bill was In the Sen- 


ate, the corporation tax provisions were 
Inserted as an amendment to the Payne 
bill passed by the House. They remained 
there and Uecazne a part of tha tariff 
act. 


The provisions of the law stated that 


the tax was a "special excise tax with 
respect to the carrying on or doing busi- 
ness." It was to be paid by "every cor- 
poration, Joint stock company or asso- 
ciation, organized for profit and having 
a capital stock represented by shares, 
and e\iery insurance company," organ- 
ized under the laws of the United States 
or of any state or territory. It was pro- 
vided that the tax should be "equivalent 
to one per centum upon the entire net 
income over and above 
$5000 received 


from all sources," exclusive of amounts 
received as dividends upon stock of other 
corporations, Joint stock companies 
associations, 
or 
insurance companies, 


subject to tho tax. 


Tho law provided also that 
returns 


should be made by -those taxed to the 
Treasury Department, to bs used as a 
basis for assessing the tax. 
These were 


open to inspection, but in 1910 Congress 
enacted legislation providing that the re- 
turns should be open to. inspection only 
upon rules and regulations approved by 
the President.

"We are duty bound." he added, "to 


deal with the matter without delay, and 
the resolution provides plainly that what-

NOT BLOCKING MOVE. 


Foss: 
**j\Ir. Kelly sussosts that ii 
am putting- a block in the way. That is 
not so. I think .we ought to so about 
Lhe matter in the right way. The peo- 
nje should be consulted in the. matter. 
It should be submitted to them to de- 
termine •whether they want it or not 
and let them decide for themselves, and 
not leave it to be decided by 'five men 
only."

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When California is at Its Best 


An Eastern resident has no conception of the beauties of the 


early California springtide which bursts forth in all its glory months 
before his own habitat is out of the grip of the blizzard and the 
snow and ice kings. Practically, a California spring begins, in all 
parts of the State, save in the Alpine altitudes of the mountain 
ranges, at or about the Christmastide of the old year or the opening 
of the New Year, \vhcn the early rains of the winter, or rather the 
wet season, start the grass to grow and the foothills and the valley 
lands are suddenly clothed with verdure.' In the space of a few 
days in most parts of the State, when these early rains begin to 
fall, the transition from the autumnal grays to the brilliant and vivid 
hues of green is magical. It seems like a miracle of nature. 


Familiarity with the abrupt transition benumbs the average 


Californian's sense of surprise and appreciation of it; but to the vis- 
itor from the East or from the countries lying within the temperate 
zone of the Old World, it is a revelation. 
Later comes the bursting 


out of the wild and native floral wealth of the country when hills 
and valleys begin to take on to themselves the varied and brilliant 
hues of the Scriptural description of Joseph's coat of many colors 
-which was the envy of his brethren. That Scriptural description 
may be accepted as an allegorical figure of the difference between 
California as it is at the present time when compared with the con- 
dition of other states in the Union. From the foot of Shasta to the 
Lower California boundary line, this State at the present writing 
compares exactly in its relations to other States with the gorgeous 
raiment of Joseph and the plain and somber raiment of his less fa- 
vored brothers. 


The golden poppy or escholsohtzia, the blue of the larkspur, the 


white splash of the daisy and an infinite variety of other vari-color,ecl 
floral plants, bedeck the valleys and the foothill slopes of California 
from north to south in a luxuriance of color effects which .vie in 
gorgeousncss Joseph's phenomenal coat. And to the Eastern eye, 
not yet relieved from the repellant effects of a white, snow bound 
landscape, the effect must be like that of viewing a portion of para- 
dise. 
Added to this should be the blossoming of the cherry and 


apricot and apple orchards which is now unfolding in all its beauty 
and luxuriance. If the eastern visitor only knew it this month and 
the two months following constitute the time of the year when the 
trip to the Golden State should be made to get the greatest benefit 
from its genial climate and the color effects of its landscape, par- 
ticularly in Northern and Central'California, -where these effects are 
most pronounced. 


The Easterner who moves to California to escape the rigors of 


an Eastern winter i'n the latter part of the }rear or, after the Eastern 
heated term has set in. to escape its depressing sweltering effects, 
makes a mistake. 
In the first instance, he does not reap the full 


fruits and beauties of California's early spring opening; in the sec- 
ond instance, he has delayed too long, for then the State has taken 
on the russet garb of summer and half the charm of the change is 
lost. Nobody knows it, of course, except the resident Califomians ; 
but whenever the real discovery is made by Eastern and foreign 
tourists to California the great hegira will be made in February. 
March, April and May when the State is at its best, so far as 
visual attractions arc concerned.

The 
child or man who needs court probation 
is the occasional individual for whom 
these natural social probationary guards 
and guides arc not strong enough, or arc 
broken or arc lacking. 
.When parents 
are too weak to be good probation of-
